Operator of “Spot Light” Tells 
How Sparks from It Ignited - 
Frayed Edge of Curtain

| Warrants for the arrest of Will J, David, 
Harry J. Powers, and City Building Inspector 
Williams, charging them with manslaughter, 
were sworn out last night by Arthur B, Hull” 
of 244 Oak wood boulevard. 

Mr. Hull's wife, three children, and their 
maid were killed in the Iroquois theater. 
The warrants were issued by Jusiice. Ui 
derwood at his residence, 2978 South Park 


avenue.

Bire Traced to on, 

The fire which wrecked the Lroquois thea 
ter and caused the loss of 562 human lives 
Was traced to its inception yesterday. 

An inadequately protected “ ¢pét light * 
machine, close to which hung the frayed 
edge OF the arch draperies, made the coin 
bination that Caused the fire. Willian Me 
Muilen, the man who operated the “ spot 
ight," arrest with chatge OC mai 
slaughter against him.

Coupled with this explana- 
tion came the mention of the curtain and 
the failure of the skylights above the stage 
to divert the draft tearing out over the bal- 
conies. | 


City Laws Are Violated. | 
Several violations of city ordinances were | 
found, among them the lack of sprinklers, 
the neglect to have exits properly marked, 
and the construction of a nonfireproof wall 
between the stage and the auditorium.

More Exits than Others. 


“ The Iroquois theater had 45 per cent more 
exit space than the ordinance calls for,” 
continued Mr. Williams. ‘* The doors to the 
exits were easy to work if you knew how. 
There was supposed to be a fireman there, and 
they were not rusty. 

“Tt is the duty of the building department 
to see that there Is no overcrowding at the- 
aters. I have no special men to do that work. 
Hughes, McAllister, and I and others do it. 
Iehall assuredly demand an explanation from 
Inspector William Curran, who was in the 
Iroquois ten minutes before the fire and re- 
ported everything all right. _The usual epace 
for a row of seats is two feet six inches. The 
Iroquois had two feet eight inches of space.

To the average European 
and American the Turk is little less thane 
barbarian. We only hear of him when he 
is slaughtering Armenians or Greeks or 
some of his hereditary enemies. While Miss 
Garnett does not contend that the Turks 


gfe a pehceful nation or that they shrink 


from the shedding of blood, she still makes 
them out a little more human than most of 
us have been willing to believe. Shé ought 
to know, for, being a woman, she has had

social life one thinks of polygamy, and it is

Macaulay and Razilitt. 


Thoughts Suggested by New Editions of Their Works. 


EK are mighty fine fellows,” Ste- 
venson used to say, “ but we 


cannot write like William Hez- 
litt.”"

| | Whether he wrote better than 


Stevenson or not, he certainly wrote much. 
How much, the patient reader will, for the 
‘first time, have’ the opportunity of deter- 
mining. The “COMPLETE WORKS OF 
WILLIAM HAZLITT” appear from the 
press of McClure & Phillips in twelve fine 
voluthes, each numbering over 500 pages. 

A. R. Waller and Arnold Glover have been 
the editors, and have been generous and 
no @oubt: painstaking im the matter of an- 
notation, and Henley, erratic, alert, vivid, 
and eager as. Hazlitt himself, supplied the 
introduction. 


It ig interesting to note how certain of 
Haziitt’s opinions have become ‘the ground- 
work of modern thought. One almost re- 
sents the durability of these ideas, uttered 
casually, but with that perspicuity and nide- 
ness which made even his enemies listen 
to Haziitt, 
is not difficult to be an enemy to him, 
His talent appears to be so detached—his 
excellence of judgment so unrelated to him- 
self—that ft is easily possible to give un- 
qualified admiration to his workmanship. 
Like the merchant tn the bazaar, he spread 
his attractive goods before him—this jewel 
of an idea upon Shakspeare; this grotesque 
upen English comedy; this curie upon love; 
this rococe upon conduct! His ideas did 
not emanaté from him. They were no more 
® part of him than the jewels are a part of 
the merchant who bat ters them. : 

Yet Stevenson, who spoke from 
or in frank fantasy, and offered all with 
good will, ventured to envy him! Well, so 
much the sweeter, Stevenson, then! 
‘One would be callow indeed who would 


formance of Hazlitt. He had the essen- 
tially critical mind, and he educated the 
English speaking world in the art of crit- 
icigm.. He was almost never s#uperficia}— 
though he was often enough mistaken—in 
this delicate differentiation. He knew how 
to get at the heart of literary art; he could 
sense the significance of the painter’s art; 
he was, for his time, a far from valueless 
observer of human action; and he reshouted 
the Ro U propaganda in tones whith 
lacked n ‘im the way of insistence. 
Rousseau appears to have been his mode] 
in more ways than one; but what was mere- 
ly amazing in the Frenchman becomes dis- 
gusting in the dissenting Englishman, whose 
vices sat heavily upon him and who ap- 
peared at all times to lack picturesqueness. 


What ts endiessiy diverting in his work is 
its spontaneity. Nothing seemed to come up 
in the course of the day that it did not fur- 
nish Hazlitt with a theme for discourse. 
Genius? Well. let us chat an hour about: 
genius! ‘Old books? Whatcould be more de- 
liclous? We will order ale and dream of o]4 
books! Old age? Not so amusing, but offer- 
ing Opportunity of certain paradoxes: Come, 
thene let us be melancholy and paradoxical. 
English comedy? t, ho, let us take an 
excursion togethér and discourse for a month 
of summer weather on this charming subject! 
Shakspeare, the rights of. man. poleon, 
Wordsworth! Ah, now we choke with com- 
mingling emotions! 

Yet Hazlitt is never chaotic tn his express- 
fons. His stream of ideas does not, so to 
speak, overfiow its banks. It is not a freshet 
but an abounding, controlled outpouring from 
some spring of perennial freshness, 

&@ do not say that the stream is pellucid. 
Nay, it Is often muddy with old scandals. the 
flotsam of wretched ancient prejudices floats 
upon it; it is unlovely with drift of foolish 
hates, But onward it goes, irresistible and 
mighty, flowing somewhere-to the purifying 
sea, mayhap. 

Tt te quite late in the day to talk about 
Haslitt. The vocation o. the critics, which he 
fairly .created, many practice now. It is 
their profession, as it was his. He adds to the 
reputation which he won by sheer force of 
brilliancy, industry, and: originality the 
fame which belongs to a discoverer or an im- 
itator. | 

But I cannot help thinking how much 
pleasanter it is to meet him In these twelve 
beautifully prepared volumes than in his own 
slovenly. underbred person! Henley would 
not agree. Only to have heard him talk 
would have satisfied Henley. “I never talk 
art or life with him but I disagree,” writes 
Henley. using; of course, the expression 
“talk” in a figurative sense. “But I go 
on reading him just the same; and I find that 
‘technically and spiritually I am always 
better for the bout.” 

_ Certainly Hazjitt gets at the core of things. 
His imagination is a flame, It burns away 
the extraneous; all custom, a t. what- 
ever hides the ultimate fact. So long as 
this tmagination deals with works of art in 
any form, {it compels the Interest. When it 
passes from question of taste to questions 
of life. it appears less significant. Perhaps 
this is because, in matters of life, elther the 
scientific or the spiritual observer Is the one 
who holds the proper measuring instruments,

It ts not unfitting that there should ap- 
pear at the same time an interesting republi- 
eation of the “ Essays of Lord Macr slay "— 
a man whom Hazlitt, in some sense, in- 
structed. 
Lord Macaulay was disinclined for the

underestimate the tremendous literary per- 


perpetuation of these essays. Some were 
written In his early youth, and many were 
prepared In haste for publication in period- 
icals. They found: their first publication in 
America, and these volumes, intruding into 
England, induced the author to remove his 


objection, that the publishers of the Edinburg 
Review might bave the full use of what was, 


in reality, their property. 

After the lapse of three-quarters of a 
century these essays still remain of interest, 
extreme, ponderous, and of, unnecessary 
length though manyofthemare. . 

A worthy intreduction has been written 
by F. C. Montague, who approaches his sub- 
ject with sympathy, but who does not at- 
tempt adulation. His estimate of the great- 
est political writer of his day has as much 
justice as generosity in it. It amounts, In- 
deed, to an explanation of Macaulay, so far 
as his talents are to be explained or his faults 
accounted for. In one thing, however, the 
biographer appears not to appreciate Macau- 
lay. He speaks of him as not being, to his 
readers, a lovable man, and says that Byron 
and Rousseau, with all their moodiness and 
reprehensibility, have won more affection. 
It would be futile to deny the fascination of 
those dark authors, but how any oné can 
read the clean, strong pages of Macaulay, 
always reverent of life, always courteous 
and tender when considering such questions 
as the relations of men and women to them- 
selves and to their children, to the state and 
to their time, I do not know. 

The utter wholesomeness and sincerity of 
the man are apparent even at his worst mo- 
ments. And his worst consists of no pruri- 
ency, no meanness, no weak obsession. 
Haslitt’s taints lie not on him. They are 
merely moments of swelling ponderosity, of 
absurd prejudice, of insistent and unjustified 
condemnation. 


It is said that Macaulay was not infre- 
quently misinformed. It is possible: Among 
such an almost overwhelming mass of infor- 
mation a little misinformation may well find 
a place. But he has such honesty, direct. 
hess, and uprightness that he warms the 
heart and stimulates the brain. More. he 
seems to electrify the body, which would be 
about its;tasks, rejoicing In the ability to 
achieve. He is not forever in a fume, Ike 
Hazlitt, lest some one shall hold a “ vulgar " 
opinion. He does not concern himself with 
such distinctions. He likes common things 
and plain people, and his idea of the rights 
of man is not a fantastic and extravagant 
dream, but rests upon the fundamental basis 
of truth. He is not even afraid of vgliness, 
but stands for convenience, healthfulness, 
and practicability rather than estheticiem. 
He is abreast with his time—in advance of it, 
maybe—and desires for the ordinary man, 
not those things which shall make him 
picturesque In the eyes of his noble and 
dilettant neighbor, but those which shall add 
to his happiness asa citizen. After Hazlitt's 
interminable chattering about matters of 
taste, this sanity, and downrightness, this 
square facing of the essentials, this concern 
for the real rather than the fanciful things 
of Ufe are like a strong. brave wind from 
the uplands after caressing and sultry 
breezes from a perfumed garden. 

T never heard of any one who admired 
Macaulay more than he did Hazlitt. Cer- 
tainly it Is not the fashion nowadays to do 
so. But through the pages of Lord Macau- 
lay’s books I see looking the strong face of 
an upright man, and .one who was sane, 
hopeful, and brave. Through the brilliancy 
of Hazilitt’s spontaneous talks there peers at 


\me the petulant, low bred, egotistical. frown- | 


ing face of a man who had, itt is true, a most 
agile cerebral action, but who was not a 
true man; with whom patriotism was a mis- 
apprehended term: to whom love was eroti- 
cism; and who, with all his fine discernment 
and his never ending comparisons and re- 
adaptations of other men’s ideas, did not get 
beyond the discussions of the different forms 
of art. 


Perhaps art isenough. Haslitt divided and 
‘subdivided the subject. He was seldom ab- 


surd—Macaulay was 80, often. Hasittt did 


not permit himself to make mistakes. 
Macaulay could not pause in the heavy on- 
ward sweep of his éloquence to pick up a 


few crushed facts. Hazlitt had nota literary 
style that bore his meaning, swift footed, 


Mercury-wise to the innermost comprehen- 
sion of the reader. Macautiay lumbers on, 


_ dragging metaphor, ornament, and elabora- 


tion as a foolish woman does her brocaded 
train. Yet after all ts said and done the 
reader feels a respect for Macaulay's utter- 
ances which he cannot for Hazlitt's. I sup- 
pose Henley. could have derived no spiritual 
stimulus from this grave man who loved 
better than all other things to write of parlia- 
ment. But Henley, tike Hazlitt, had the tem- 
perament of the artistic. He belongs to 
the beauty loving crew—those who follow 
beauty at any cost. He may have his Hazlitt 
with his Giaour-like frown. The level, 
kindly, sane, and reverent glance of Lord 


Macaulay at his time and at all men and 


women of good will appears to me best. 

Not that it matters! Only—has Macaulay 
been treated with justice these last few 
years? Has it not been the fashion to smile 
at him, to apologize for reading him? It is 
unfair. He deserves resuscitation. That is, 
evidently, the opinion of G, P, Putnam's 
Sons, who publish these three volumes of 
hisessays, ° Bua W. Peatriz.

The Novelist Attempts Something Heroic, 
& la Dumas. | 

Dr. Conan Doyle, creator of one of the most 
firmly established characters in English fic- 
tion, has fallen below his accustomed stand- 
ard of invention in an attempt at delineating 
a character of the same stamp as Dumas’ 

rtal D’Artagnan. “THE ADVEN- 
TURES. OF GERARD” (McClure, Phillips 
& Co.) is a collection of lively tales gath+ 
ered from the magazines, builded upon the 
remarkable career of Brigadier Gerard, a 
soldier of the emperor... The brigadier is a 
brave cavalier, a good bit of a braggart, a 
stranger to fear, unbounded in resource in 
emergencies, and marvelously fertile in ways 
of eacape from imminently impending dan- 
; yet he is just a trifle exaggerated, even 
eless at times. Too often the fun degener- 
ates into farce, and his intended volatility is 
smothered by essential Briticism. He lacks 
the swing, the irrepressible spontane- 
ity of his fictive prototype. In many ways 
he is a disappointment, for his creator has 
done better things. Weare bound to look for 
something above the ordinary in the work 
of the best paid of contemporary novelists. 

For all of the failure to produce an ade- 
quate example of the Dumas school of char- 
acterization, the career of Etienne makes 
entertaining reading. is ever immi- 
nent, yet it is always averted at the last poss!- 
ble moment. He tells his own story with un- 
conscious humor, which becomes almost irre- 
sistible in the tale, “* How He Slew the Fox "’;
